At Blaine. in addition to the dead Samuel ° 


was found with his back broken, 


LAWS AID POLYGAMY, 


Cardinal Gibbons Declares for 
National Divorce Statute. 


DENOUNCES PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 


Says the System in This Country Is 
Imperfect and Vicious... 


Cardinal Gibbons, in an interview tonight, 
declared that polygamy exists in every state 
of the union, and that the public school 
21! system was imperfect and vicious. He said 
he favored an exhaustive congressional in- 
quiry into the question of divorce in this 
country, wit a view of enacting a national 
divorce law, as suggested by t 
Roosevelt. 

“Any legislation,” he said, calculated even 
to check the growth of this social evil 
should be hailed with satisfaction. We are 
confronted in this country by polygamy—l 
mean the polygamy that exists in every 
state of the union. There is no law against 
this kind of polygamy, but rather laws that 
recognize and make it possible. A law 
against polygamy exists in Utah. Is not a 
law on divorce a virtual form of Mormonism 
in a modified shape? 


Calls Divorce Successive Polygamy. 

“ Mormdnism consists,’’ he continued, of 
simultaneous polygamy, while a law for 
divorce practically leads to successive polyg- 
amy. Bach state has on its statute books a 
list of causes or rather pretexts which are 
recognized as sufficient grounds for divorce. 
Evidences accumulate each year that the 
cancer of divorce is rapidly spreading over 
the country, poisoning the fountains of the 
nation. Unless the evil is checked by some 
speedy and herole remedy the existence of 
our family life will be imperiled.” 


Denounces Public Schools. | 
His eminence said of the public school sys- 
tem of the United States: 
“The system of public education in this 
country is imperfect and vicious. It under- 
mines the religion of our youth, We want 
our children to receive an education that not 
only will make them learned but pious men 
and women. . The religious and secular edu- 
cation of our children cannot be divorced 
from each other without -infficting a fatal 
wound upon the soul.”

Two persons were 


by being struck by a plowshare 


clean sweep through Hh, follow- 


center were struck, and many 


been muggy, but a sudden shift [ 


dozen houses in various parts 


found in the ruins of his home, 


MILLIONS BOR A 


City Railway Makes Condition- 
al Offer to Spend §$17,- 
000,000 te Improve 
the Service. 


HITCH IS ON ONE POINT, 


Matter of Compensation All That 
Prevents a Speedy Settle 
ment of Long Fought 

Issue. 


Seventeen million dollars are ready to be 
put in south side street railway lines, and 
half of the traction question, can be settled 
at once if the city council will grant the 
Chicago City railway company a franchise 
without high compensation. 

It was made known yesterday that the 
company has offered to spend this sum of 
money under the direction of the city’s own 
engineers, to be used wherever the municipal 
experts say it is needed td produce perfect 
service. In brief, the company agrees to 
every proposition made by the city except 
that of compensation. _On this question the 


railway officials assert that 20 per cent or 


three cent fares are impossible, and that 10 
per cent is entirely more than they can af- 
ford to give. 

A draft of the ordinance for the extension 
of the south side franchises is in the hands 


of Corporation Counsel Tolman. The com- 


pensation clause is held In it, but the amount . 
is left blank. This ordinance will be sub- 
mitted to the local transportation committee 
by Ald, Mavor of the subcommittee probably 
at the meeting Wednesday afternoon.

Bennett Tells of Obstacles. 

The obstacle of compensation, however, is 
a serious one. 

“We are between two fires,” said Ald. 
Bennett, chairman of the local transporta- 
tion committee. “On the one side are the 
citizens who want good service and want it 


compensation the city gets. On the other, 
are the men who want high compensation, 
low fares, and municipal ownership. 

“I have figures from street railway com- 
panies all over the country. We can prove 
te the Chicago City railway company that) 
in large eastern cities the operating ex- 
penses are 45 per cent of the gross receipts, 
but it does not do any good. .The company 
here comes in and says that conditions are 
different in Chicago; that it requires 65 per 
cent of the gross receipts for operating ¢z- 
penses, Add 20 per cent to that for compen~- 
sation to the city, and 5 per cent for taxes 
and they assert that the remainder is too 
small to be considered. 

“We know that the accountants would 
find that the books in the last few years 
would prove just what the company officials 
say. There is ne use of haying them ex- 
amined.” 


Union Traction Coup Suspected. — 
While everything with the Chicago City 
company points to an early adjustment, the 
affairs of the Union Traction company show 
no signs of improvement. In addition t 
the interna] strife in the company, the city 
has begun to suspect that a coup is being 
planned. 

The tactics of the company in asking for 
permits to improve the service are thought 
by members of the council t veil a plan 
which, if executed, would leave the city prac 
tically helpless. This view is taken by com 
servative aldermen who are not in the habit 
of sounding false alarms. 

For this reason when the company asks the 
city council for authority to change from 
cable to electricity on certain. lines the re- 
quest is likely to meet strong opposition. Ald. 
Bennett sald that it would not be granted 
at all unless the city’s attorneys pronounced 
the plan harmless. . 


Could Continue for Years. 


If temporary permits be granted, allowing 
the company to repair its lines, take the 
pressure off the cable system, operate new 
electric cars on cable tracks, it would be 
possible for the company to continue operat- 
ing for an #ndefinite period. 

With the system put in this condition the 
company would be prepared to fight the city 
on its ninety-nine year act, and the final set- 
tlement might be delayed for years. 

The receivers, acting under Judge Gross- 
cup’s orders, have asked for certain permits 
to electrify certain lines. They appealed to 
the commissioner of public works, and the 
matter was referred to the corporation coun 
sel, where it stopped. Now the receivers,.in 
accordance with the determination reached 
on Friday at the conference, will ask the city 
council and the mayor for the permits. 

With reference to the proposed referendum 
resolution which was scheduled to be intro- 
duced at the meeting of the city council Mon- 
day, it is said by member of the local trana- 
portation committee that many unnecessary 
delays will induce their resignations, Ald, 
Bennett said that he would not spend muck 
more time in traction matters if such delays 


are to be caused. 


Court Fight On Again.

COMSTOCK BADLY BEATEN 


NEW YORK REFORMER SUFFERS 
WHILE MAKING AN ARREST. 


Enters Home of Dr. James J. Doherty 
of New Haven, Conn., Alone for the 
Purpose of Getting Some Evidence 
Against Physician of Sending Im- 

proper Matter Through Mailse— 
When Warrant Is Served Prisoner 
Knocks Captor Downstaira. 


New Haven, Conn., Oct. 3.—[Special.]—An- 
thony Comstock, the New, York reformer, 
was  mnioe. and badly beaten yesterday 
while arresting Dr. James J. Doherty, who 
is charged with sending objectionable matter 
through the mails. The experience with Dr. 
Doherty, according to Mr. Comstock, was 
the worst he ever experienced. Mr. Com- 
stock has one, if not two, ribs broken and was 
fearfully pummeled, besides being thrown 
down a flight of stairs. His nose was marked 
and he showed other effects of his experience 
at the home of Dr. Doherty. 


Entered House Alone. 
, Mr. Comstock had been.in correspondence 
with Dr. Doherty under an assumed name 
for some time and decided to enter Dr. Do- 
herty’s home alone. Deputy United States, 
Marshal Parmelee and Sheriff Dejohn re- 
mained outside. Mr. Comstock wanted to ob- 
tain the admission from the physician that 
he was the writer of the letters to Mr. Com- 
stock of New Jersey. He also desired other 
evidence which he thought he would be able 
to get if the physician's suspicions were not 
aroused. Mr. Comstock had carried on his 
correspondence with Dr. Doherty under the 
name of “D. Stanton, Asbury Park, N. 
J.” and as such he introduced himself. 

Dr. Doherty geve all the evidence he re- 
quired, according to Mr. Comstock, who told 
the doctor he was underarrest. Dr. Doherty 
seized the box containing the letters and other 
evidence which Mr. Comstock had under 
his arm. In the scuffle which followed the 
physician got possession momentarily of the 
box and started to run upstairs. Mr. Com- 
stock was right after him and a lively chase 
ensued, 

Is Knocked Downsteirs. 

Realizing that his prisoner was going to 
reach the landing first Comstock grabbed his 
heels and threw him down. Dr. Doherty 
quickly regained his feet, and, turning on 
Mr. Comstock, dealt him a blow which sent 
him reeling down the stairs. Mr. Comstock 
was further pounded at the foot of the stairs; 
As soon as Mr. Comstock could break away 
from his assailant he rushed out of the house 
and called to Marshal Parmelee: ‘* Come in 
as quick as you can. This man is trying to 
kill me.”’ 

By the time the two officers entered the 
house the physician had calmed down and 
was placed under arrest. He was held in 
$2,000 bail. Mr. Comstock was able to leave 
for New York after a pifysician had attended 
to his injuries.

At night the house is brilliantly 
lighted, so much so that it attracts attention 
from the street. There are fine lace curtains 
at the windows, but no heavy black shades | 
as most gambling houses:have. The interior 
of the club is finished in white and gold and 
the servants wear livery. 


LIFE OUT OF DOORS FOR THE ILL 


Consumptives in Care of New York City 
to Remain in Open Air All 
Winter. 


New York, Oct. 3.—[{Special.]—Sleeping 
practically out of doors every night during 
the winter is to be tried for the first time in 
the history of the city by the department 
of charities’ hospita! for consumptives, which 
was opened on Blackwell's island Jan. 31, 
1902. It is one more step in the war against. 
tuberculosis now being waged in New York. 
In a row of tents in the rear of the hospital 
for consumptives on Blackwell's island 
dwells a colony of patients who have been 
gathered from New York and who practically 
live in the open air, where they may not 
communicate the disease to others, and 
where they will have every chance of recov- 
ering. 

The open air treatment for consumptives 
has been so successful that the experiment 
of continuing it all winter has been definitely 
decided upon. Ten tents constitute a novel 
camp. Each ten contains twelve beds, built 
go that the sides are perfectly open. The 
tents afford the patients as much pure air 
as though they slept under no roof atall. 


COL. R. H. SAVAGE IS INJURED. 


Author Run Over by a Wagon While 
Crossing Sixth Avenue in 
New York. 


New York, Oct; 3.—Col. Richard Henry 
Savage, author, soldier, and lawyer, who 
wrote “My Officia. Life "’ and other novels, 
was run over tn Sixth avenue today and now 
liés in Roosevelt hospital, seriously injured. 
Col. Savage was attempting to cross the ave- 
nue, near Forty-second street, when a wag- 
on ran him down, the wheels passing over 
his body, breaking five ribs. 

Col. Savage was born ir Utica on June 12, 
1846, and graduated from West Point 
1868. From 1871 to 1874 he served in the 
Egyptian army. In May, 1508, he was ap- 
pointed senior major of the Second United 
States volunteer engineers and served dur- 
ing the war with Spain, hoisting the first 
American flag in Havana.

VIENNA, Oct. 8.—Russia and Austria have 
agreed upon a new program to meet the 


Macedonian situation, and the powers will 


be informed by identical notes at once. The 
hew proposals, it is believed, will Avert war. 

The new program was arranged at Muerz- 
steg, Styria, at a conference between the 
czar, Emperor Francis Joseph, Count Go- 
luchowski, Count Lamsdorf, and the Russian 
and Austrian ambassadors, 

The agreement includes not only the 
Balkan question but the whole area of the 
European near east, with the exception of 
Old Albania. The reform program present- 
ed to the sultan last March is used:as the 
basis of the new scheme, but it has been ées- 
sentially extended and elaborated. 

An official statement issued at the foreign 
office today characterized the statement 
that Russia’ hed demanded the free passage 
of her ships through the Dardanelles as 
being incorrect. 


Prospect of Wer Remote. 
[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

LONDON, Oct. 3.—The possibility of war in 
the near east, developing out of the appalling 
welter of massacre now seems more remote 
than ever. At the same time there seems 
little or no hope of improvement until winter 
perforce prevents the movements of Bul- 
garians, Macedonians, and Turks alike. Nor 
do the attempts to secure the intervention of 
Europe meet with the slightest encourage- 
ment. Such an outcry as was raised over 
the Armenia atrociffes, it is now evident, can- 
not be raised in England on behalf of the

Renewed Reports of Massacres. 


SOFIA, Bulgaria, Oct. 8.—Courier dis- 
patches received at the Macedonian revolu- 
tionary headquarters today repeat the re- 
ports of the massacre of all the Christians in 
the town of Razalog (Mehomia) by Turkish 
troops last Sunday. The Bulgarian govern- 
ment is not represented in eastern Mace- 
donia, hence no official information on the 
subject is obtainable; but the foreign office 


here believes that several hundred Christian 


were killed. 

According to Turkish reports, the revolu- 
tionists massacred the people ang burned the 
town of Razalog, and the Turkish population 
and troops departed, leaving the place in the 
hands of the insurgents. These reports the 
insurgents deny. 


Mission Petition to Leishman. ° 


CONSTANTINOPLE, Oct. 3.—The follow- 
ing is the text of the petition, signed by 
twenty-one men and women, constituting the 
American missions at Monastir, Phillippop- 
olis, Salonica, and Samakov, recently pre- 
sented to United States Minister Leishmar 
and to the British ambassador, Sir Nicholas 
O’Conor, requesting them to secure the ad- 
mission of a corps of the Red Cross society 
into Turkey; or, as an alternativ., permission 
for the members of the American missions to 
dispense cHarity. 

After reciting that a state of insurrection 
exists in parts of European Turkey, and that 
great suffering Will certainly result there- 
from, thei petition proceeds: 

“ Without a canvass of the districts in 
question we do not care to estimate the 
number of houseless people who are suffering 
from lack of food, clothing, medical at- 
tendance, etc. We are morally certain, how- 
ever, that the number runs into the thou- 
sands. In some places they are living on 
roots and grass even now at the end of the 
harvest. What will they do later? 


Wounded Left to Die. 


“We have the testimony of eye witnesses 
that in some places the wounded are lying 
without medical attendance and with no 
remedies or palliatives within reach of their 
friends. 

** Regardless of the question as to where 
the responsibility lies and regardless of the 
creed or nationality of the sufferers it seems 
to us that the condition is one which must 
compel the sympathy of every humane per- 
son, especially in view of the fact that the 
greater part of the sufferers are women and 
little children. 

*“*Hence, we humbly and urgently petition 
the governments of the United States and 
Great Britain to take active measures to in- 
duce the Red Cross societies of America and 
England to bring relief to the stricken dis- 
tricts, and also to encourage the opening 
of popular subscriptions. 

** The Otteman government should welcome 
with avidity the offer of such relief for its 
suffering subjects. Should it see fit, how- 
ever, to object to or obstruct the distribution 
of relief we feel it our solemn duty, in the 
name of suffering humanity, to implore the 
governments cf the United States and Great 
Britain jointly. promptly to bring to bear 
whatever pressure may be necessary to se- 
cure the humane end in view. The thought 
of whole districts weltering in blood, with- 
out a single doctor or trained nurse to re- 
lieve the suffering, is too brutally revolting 
to be tolerated in this twentieth century. 

Missions Willing to Serve. 

“Should the authorities object to the en- 
trance of the Red Cross societies, but con- 
sent to allow the private distribution of re- 
lief, our missions would be willing to under- 
take it to the extent of our limited ability 
should funds be sent £o us for this purpose. 
In any case, the call is for urgent action, 
and it should be prompt if it is to be ef- 


ifective. 
‘‘The gangrene in the wounds of the men 


and women will not stay its action to await 
prolonged formalities, and starving babies 
will wail out their.lives if succor Is delayed. 
Needless, however, to multiply words, since 
our appeal is to men whose sympathies are 
keen, and who represent nations always 
quick to respond to the cry of help from 
those in need and in migery.”’

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ACCUSE BOSSES OF 


TUBE MILL EMPLOYES TELL OF 
TRIBUTE TO HOLD PLACES. 


Make Affidavits Before General Man- 
ager at McKeesport, Pa., and Invea- 
tigation Is Started Which May Lead 
to Criminal Prosecution—Men Say 
They Were Met After Every Pay 
Day and Forced to Give Up Percent- 
age of Wages. 


McKeesport, Pa., Oct. 3.—[Special.]—A sys- 
tem of organized “ graft.’’ whereby the em- 
ployés of the National Tube company were 
compelled to pay regular tribute to their 
bosses in order to hold their places, was 
related to General Manager G. G. Crawford 
today. 

According to information given Mr. Craw- 
ford, a number of foremen, subforemen, 
superintendents, and heads of departments 
have been regularly receiving tribute from 
hundreds of workmen in the mills. This is 
said to have been going on for at least five 
years. The money has been regularly col- 
lected by the bosses, who appointed a spe- 
cial meeting place for the men on Sundays 
and then visited the places in person to re- 
ceive the money. 

“Graft” Worked Among Foreigners. 

The scheme has been practiced almost ex- 
clusively among the foreigners in the mills 
owing to there being less danger of discovery. 

The system was exposed today by Alex- 
ander Fisher, who has been employed in the 
mills for more than nine years. Mr. Craw- 
ford immediately called in some of the other 
officials. of the plant, and for more than an 
hour they were in consultation with Fisher. 
Later in the day Fisher returned to the office 
with Samuel White and William Feldman, 
both of whom were employed in the mill and, 
both of whom claim to have paid money to 


es. 
Their statements, containing names, dates, 
and amounts of money paid and the affi- 
davits, are now in the hands of the general 
manager, who will next week have the ac- 
cused men before him. Manager Crawford 
was told by Fisher that for about five years 
he had paid $2 out of his wages every pay 
day to the boss under whom he worked, and 
that the money was collected at his house. 
He also told Mr. Crawford that his home was 
the meeting place for a number of his fellow 
workmen on pay days, and that as high as 
$100 has been taken from the men assembled 
when the boss arrived. 


Revolts and Is Discharged. 


About three months ago Fisher was dls- 
charged from the mill as a result, he claims, 
of his efforts to have the others join him 
in a move to stop the payment of the money 
to bosses. Six other men, including Feld- 
man and White, also were discharged at thc 
same time. Soon after they were all rein- 
stated in their positions. According to the 
stories of all the men there is not a man in 
the laboring -departments of the mill that 
is not compelled to pay a percentage of his 
wages to hold his job. , 

General Manager Crawford stated that if 
the guilty parties can be convicted they will 
not only be discharged from the employ of 
the company but will be prosecuted crim- 


inally.

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CALL FOR EXTRA 
SESSION READY. 


President Will Give Cuban 
_ Reciprocity as One Duty 


LITTLE DELAY LIKELY. 


List for New Ways. and Means 
. Committee to Be Made Up 
_ Betore House Convenes. 


EXTRA SESSION—Call will be issued in a few 
(days. Cuban treaty the one important business 
for congress. 
NEW HOUSE—Cannon will have names of mem- 
bers ways and means committee ready when 
house meets. ; 
-Washington, ‘D. C., Oct. 8.—[Special.]—It 
has been definitely decided to call an extra 
session of congress not later than Nov. 9, 
and the formal call will go out shortly. — 
The president frequently has been urged 
to abandon the extra session entirely, but 
he feels the faith of the nation has heen 
pledged to Cuba. If he had followed his 
own inclinations the extra session would now 
be at work. It was deferred until Novem- 
ber because of the importance of the polit- 
ical contests in Ohio and New York, partic- 
ularly in the former state, where Senator 
Hanna's reélection is at stake, while the 
result in New York is generally believed to 
involve the complexion of the.electoral vote 


of the state. 

Chiefly out of regard far Senator Hanna 
the president deferred the extra session un- 
til immediately after the fall elections, but 
he will not agree to any further delay. 

There is no statutory or constitutional re- 
quirement that the president must give any, 
specified noticé to <«Ongress. It is usual, 
however, to give about thirty days’ notice 
so as to allow the members time to make 
their domestic arrangements. This custom 
probably will be followed this year. The 
call is now ready and may be issued at any 
time. 


It is intended to appoint the ways and 
means committee at once and the prospective 
speaker, Mr. Cannon, probably has the com- 
mittee list fully made up.. This committee 
will be composed exclusively of the. older 
members of the house, and the membership 
will go to well known men In each state. _ 

Three of the strongest men on the com- 
“mittee, Hopkins of Ilinois, Steele of Indiana, 
‘and Long of Kansas are now out of the 
house. This makes three vacancies from the 
central states, and it means a nice fight be- 
tween the delegations from Michigan, Indi- 
ane, lowa, Kansas, and Illinois for the three 
places. It will be the immediate duty of the 
ways and means committee to take up the 
Cuban reciprocity treaty and pass the neces- 
sary laws to put it into effect in such a way 
as to meet the constitutional requirement 
that bills to raise revenue must originate in 
the house of representatives. 

a*« 

It is believed there will be no organized op- 
position to the Cuban legislation. Most of 
the beet sugar nfen who made the fight on the 
president last year have calmed down re- 
markably. since the last elections. They now 
take the position that asthe treaty was made 
by the president and the senate the house is 
bound to do whatever may be necessary to 
carry out the terms of the treaty agreement 
with Cuba. 

The extra session fs to be devoted almost 
exclusively to this one issue, and the new 
speaker will probably find it convenient not 
to be ready with any committee assignments 
except the ways and means until after the 
Cuban issue is out of the way. 

The president’s message calling the extra 
session will specify the Cuban treaty as the 
business before the house, but of course con- 
can take up any other businegs if it sees 

t. : 
The democrats will want to get rid of a 
lot of tariff speeches with the Cuban treaty 
as a text, and the republican plan-is to let 
them work off all their campaign material 
at the extra session, thus leaving the regu- 
lar session for the real business of congress. 


Maj. Gen. Corbin and Mrs. Corbin have be- 
gun preparations for taking up their resi- 
dence in New York as goon as the necéssary 
arrangements have been made at the war 
department to put Maj.

‘* We found the people of high intelligence,” 
said Col Holso, * but their education has 
been greatly neglected. ‘They have "high 
moral character and are ready to fight for 
their women. They believe it justifiable to 
kfll revenue officers, and this belief is ex- 
tended to many officials. The only remedy 
is the development of religion from the cradle 
and for this reason we will send an army into 
the mountains to work permanently. The 
people are brave and patriotic, and I think 
these feuds were started during the civil war. 
The prominent families became divided and 
carried others with them.” 

Brigade Is Disbanded. 

The mountain brigade today disbanded at 

Cincinnati after having been absent from 


| that city since Sept. 15 traveling through the 


mountains of Kentucky, Tennessee, and Vir- 
ginia. 

The party that reached this city on the 
afternoon of Sept.” 29 inéluded Col, R. 
Holso, Maj. William O. Hunter, Staff Capt. 
Boyd of Cleveland, State Capt. Escott of 
Cincinnati, William Bassett of Cincinnati, 
Staff Capt. Edy White of Pittsburg, and 
Enveyrf Zeall of Pittsburg. Two hundred 
miles ‘were traveled on horseback from 
Jackson, Breathitt county, Ky., to Norton, 
Va.

The wheel was too 
expensive for Neal, but late last month, it is 
said, Seligman wrote him that it could be 
bought for $6,000. Neal expressed willing- 
ness to buy, and a little later is said to have 
sent Seligman 10 per cent of the price, or 
$600, to clinch the bargain. . 

But title to the wheel was not forthcoming, 
and en Seligman is said to have sent word 
to Neb that he could not purchase the wheel 
from the Chicago House Wrecking company.

CLUB WOMEN DECIDE-TO

The doors of the State Federation of Wom- 
en’s Clubs are to be shut to secret societies. 
An amendment to the constitution will be 
‘offered at the Cairo convention this month 
and adopted without opposition...

A 
fourth proposed amendment provides that 
only those present in the convention or who 
have signified their willingness to serve shall 
be eligible to nomination.

Thoughts, Asks the Courts to Free 
Him from Ida Schuster—“Kid” Wel- 
ler’s Alleged Wife Fails to Prove 
Her Case—Other Marital Troubles. 


Adolph W. Wolf, who calls himself an 18 
year old “ infant,’’ wants his marriage with 
Ida Schuster, aged 26 years, annulled, and 
through his mother, Mrs. Augusta Schuster, 
has filed a petition in the Superior court. 

Adolph says it was entirely Ida’s fault— 
that she induced him to call at her home. 
About this time, the bill relates, Adolph 
“ceased to obey his mother.’’ 

On Sept. 11, the bill says, Ida induced 
Adolph to run away to St. Joe, Mich., where 
they were married. The marriage ceremony, 
it is alleged, was ‘‘a deception,”’ carried on 
‘while the complainant “ was under undue 
influence arid without his consent.’”’ 

Under the. Michigan law a minor under cer-. 
tain conditions can secure the annulment of 
a marriage without proceeding for diyorce. 


“Kid” Weller Wins Case. 

Mrs. Viola Weller’s effort to establish her 
identity as the wife of Bernard J. (“‘ Kid ’’) 
Weller, the bookmaker, failed yesterday in 
Judge Brown's court. 

Early in August the self-styled Mrs. Weller, 
who came from Cleveland O., created a scene 
in a corridor of the Annex, near the Pom- 
"pelan room, by claiming Mr. Weller as her 
husband in the presence of his wife and sev- 
eral friends. Later she filed a bill for sep- 
arate maintenance, representing that she 
was married to Weller on Dec. 1, 1895, in 
Denver, and lived with him until Jan. 15, 
1900. 
Judge Brown, however, held that the com- 
plainant was not the wife of the bookmaker, 
and that the defendant had never lived with 
her as her husband. 

§poon Spoils Their Love. 

If Kenneth, the young stepson of Harry 
J. Cromer, had not made tog much noise 
with his spoon while eating oatmeal at 
breakfast one morning in May, 1901, the 
marital troubles of. Cromer and his wife 
Ella possibly might not have been aired 
yesterday in Judge Chytraus’ court. Cromer 
was granted a decree of divorce on the 
ground of desertion. 

The evidence showed that on the morn- 
ing in question young Kenneth had made 
a disturbance with his spoon. When the 
stepfather’ reproved the child a stepdaugh- 
ter interfered. 

Kenneth made trouble after breakfast 
about carrying in some wood, and before 
the day was over Mrs. Cromer had “ gone 
home to mother.’’ The couple were mar- 
ried in December, 1898. 


Secures Divorce from Wife. . 


Alfred M. Compton, superintendent for the 
J. V. Farwell company, was granted a decree 
of divorce from his wife, Ella C, Compton. 
The evidence was heard by Judge Chytraus 
when few persons were in the courtroom. 
According to the evidence Compton was mar- 
ried ih January, 1872, and lived with his wife 
until July, 1902, when he declares he left her 
,on account of Fred Pentoney, who lives in 
‘Downer’s Grove, where for a time the Comp- 
tons lived. 


Driven from Home, She Says. 


_ Mrs. Karolina Chott seeks a divorce from 
her husband, Joseph, saying that Sept. i2 
last, at midnight, he struck her several! blows 
between the eyes, and then threw her and her 
16 months old child out of the house. Mrs. 
Chott says she was compelled to walk bare- 
footed through the streets until policemen 
from the Hinman street station took care 
of her. Mrs. Chott says her husband owns 
a home at 1107 Troy street, and is abundantly 
able to pay alimony. 


Must Pay or Go to Jail. 

Lewis B. Cone will have to pay his first 
wife, Mrs. Hannah Cone, $125 back alimony 
or go to jail for contempt ofcourt. That was 
the decision of Judge Chytraus at a special 
hearing Friday night. Cone has been given 
until tomorrow afternoon to make up the 
ceficiency.

Possibly for the last time the surviving members 
of the original Chicago volunteer fire company will 
meet tomorrow morning. Thomas Buckley, secre- 
tary of the company, has called for all members 
to gather at engine house 18, West Twelfth and 
May streets.

“INFANT” TTRBS OF WIE, 


IN CITY'S FIRST SCHOOL. 


FADED RECORD TELLS INTEREST- 
ING STORY OF FORMER DAYS. 


John Watkins, an Entry in His Own 
Hand Shows, Began Teaching on 
Dec. 1, 1835—Beaubiens Were Among 
the Pupils in the Second Term 
Ancient Volume Also Chronicles an 
Uncompléted Romance and Some 
Events of the Then Frontier Village. 


* John Watkins commenced in schoo! dis- 
trict No. 1 in Chicago on the first of Decem- 
ber, 1835, at $500 a year.” 

This bit of history must stand forever un- 
questioned, for it still exists just as the first 
schoolmaster set it down in the first book of 
record of the Chicago public school system. 
It didn’t require much of a volume, either, to 
contain all that the schoolmastér thought 
necessary to preserve of record concerning 
the school. A board covered blank book 
about 6x6 inches square and less than an 
inch thick more than sufficed. 

Watkins ruled the record book In red ink 
and probably bought it himself, for it is cer- 
tain that when he left the Chicago public 
schools, after two years’ service, he took 
the record with him. 


Chronicles an Old Romance. 

At other times during its humble but useful 
career, as the faded script on the yellowing 
pages shows, the volume was the transcript 
of a number of letters which passed between 
Watkins and his sister Media, and which 
concerned the courtship of the latter by one 
“Ed,” as the brother called him, or ‘‘ Mr. 
Hull,” as the sister invariably spoke of him. 

Unfortunately for the lovers of romance, 
there is no entry in the book of the 
outcome of * Ed’s’’ courtship of Media, and 
the last letter recorded left the girl in a 
pique because her sweetheart had made him- 


self ridiculous in the eyes of the brother. 


Chicago’s First School Children. 

But the record of the early educationa! his- 
tory of Chicago is, perhaps, more interest- 
ing at the present than the country romance, 
and there is much of interest to be derived 
from the half dozen pages devoted to “A 
day roll for school district No. 1.’ Here are 
the names of some of the first pupils: Rol- 
land, Orville, Abigail, and Charles Gryon, 
Ezra Jackson, Isaac and Martin Harmon, 
William and George Owen, Lewis and John 
Kimberley, Lewis Dicken, Samuel and 
Charles B. Brown, Robert Thomas, James 
Hale, Ephraim and John Cannon, John 
Lewis, James Knight, William Thomas, Ben- 
jamin Legg, Mary Ann Sullivan, ahd Thomas 
Mullarky. 

In June, 1836, the beginning of the second 
term, the members of the Beaubien family 
entered school. Alexander Beaubien was 
then 18 years old, and, by the same token, Is 
now 838 years old. H. and P. Beaubien were 
set ddwn as being 10 years old then. 


Schoolmaster’s Chronicle of Events.

BACKS CITY CLAIM 
FOR PHONE DUES 


Corporation Counsel Is After 
Back Compensation for 
Annexed Districts. 


TOTAL IS OVER $500,000. 


Opinion Holds Old Town Ordin- 
ances Superseded and In- 
valid Anyway. 


The Chicago Telephone company owes the 
city more than $500,000 in back compensa- 
tion, according to an opinion issued yester- 
day by Corporation Coursel Tolman. The 
city for years has claimed that the telephone 
concern owed 8 per cent compensation on its 
gross receipts in the towns of Hyde Park, 
Lake, Lake View, and part of Cicero after 
their annexation, and steps will now be taken 
to collect the amount. 

Deputy Controller Gosselin, who renewed 
the efforts to bring the company to an ac- 
counting some months ago, estimates that 
the bill due the city “ is between $500,000 and 
$1,000,000.”’ 

The opinion, which was drafted by As- 
sistant Corporation Counsel Hoyne, helds in 
effect that compensation follows the city 
limits; that the company must pay its 3 per 
cent of the gross receipts within all the ter- 
ritory included in the city at the time pay- 
ments are due. The telephone company un- 
der the old ordinances of the towns paid no 
compensation in Hyde Park, Lake, Lake 
View, and Cicero. After annexation it still 
claimed exemption. 


Holds Perpetual Grants Void. 


The opinion argues the invalidity of the 
town ordinances under which the company 
claims exemption. The ordinances are de- 
clared void because, contrary to the con- 
stitution, the telephone fights were granted 
in perpetuity. The opinion is in part as fol- 
lows: 

“The city ordinance of January, 1889, pro- 
vides that the telephone company ‘ shall file 
with the controller on the first days of Jan- 
vary and July of each year a statement of its 
gross receipts from the telephone business 
done within the city of Chicago for the six 
months next preceding, and shall pay into 
the city treasury 3 per cent on such gross re- 
ceipts.’, 

“ The words ‘ within the city of Chicago’ 
must be interpreted to mean the city of Chi- 
cago enlarged and extended, by annexation 
or otherwise, and that the obligation to pay 
compensation on gross receipts should, at 
each semi-annual period mentioned in the 
ordinance, be computed upon the gross re- 
ceipts within the city limits as then exist- 
ing, and not the city limits as formerly ex- 
isting at the date of the passage of said 
original ordinance. 


Town Ordinances Superseded. 


** The ordinances of the several towns with- 
in the former territorial districts, by which 
the telephone compahy claims the right to 
do business without compensation, are all 
prior in date to the ordinance requiring the 
payment of compensation: within the limits 
of the city of Chicago, and the later ordi- 
nanee, having been duly accepted by the 
company, modifies and takes the place of the 
earlier ordinances. 

“In other words, although the telephone 
company had a right to transact business In 
the towns without the payment of compensa- 
tion, it was by the ordinance of 1889 granted 
the right to do business within the city of 
Chicago in consideration of the agreement to 
pay compensation on all business done with- 
in the city of Chicago. Since the words 
‘within the city of Chicago’ have been con- 
strued by the Supreme court of the United 
States and many other courts to mean the 
city limits as extended by annexation or 
otherwise, the acceptance of the ordinance 
amounted to an agreement to pay compensa- 
tion to the city within the towns when an- 
nexed, and, therefore, upon annexation, the 
town ordinances were superseded by tlfe city 
ordinance. 

“The ordinances of the several outlying 
towns are all void, for the reason that they 
attempt to grant the power to carry on a 
telephone business without any limitation 
whatever as to time, and municipal corpora- 
tions are without power to grant perpetual 
rights in the public streets for private uses.”’

“(HOUSEHOLD ARPS A CRAZE 


UNPRECEDENTED DEMAND FOR 
INSTRUCTION IN SCHOOLS. 


Modern Girls Are Getting to Know 
More About Housework than Their 
Mothers—Department at the Normal 
Is to Be Enlarged to Meet Require- 
_mentse—Many Leaders Apply for a 
Leave of Absence in Order to Stady 
Demestic Science. 


“The household arts craze sweeping through 
. the schools means the raising of the standard 
of living in homes supported by small in- 
comes. It means the trairiing of girls to be 
skilled Housewives. It means a return of the 
days when woman's first concern was her 
home, her kitchen, her table.” 

This prediction was made yesterday by 
‘Supt. Edwin G. Cooley as a result of the un- 
precedented demand for instruction in house- 
hold arts. He announced at the same time 
that the public school facilities for teaching 
domestic science will be increased in pro- | 
portion to the demand. ’ 

‘Six teachers applied for leave of absence 
during the forenoon to permit them to pur- 
gue a year’s study in the household arts. 
"This was pointed to by Supt. Cooley as an 
Indication of the rapidly spreading popularity 
of domestic science. As many applications 
are received nearly every day. To meet 
this unusual demand domestic science will 
be one of the subjects taught in the normal 
gehool extension courses which begin all 
_ over the city tomorrow. The household arts 
department at the normal school building 
will be enlarged as soon as it has been out- 


grown. 
Girls Know More than Mothers. 


“ Many schoolgirls of 15 years know more 
about the care and econdmies of the home 
than their mothers,” declared District Super- 
intendent Kirk. “As an illustration—a girl of 
15 years, a pupil in one of the household 
arts centers in my district, asked her moth- 
ers and father’s permission to run their 
hcuse for one month, buy all of the sup- 
plies, and arrange the meals. The mother 
demurred, but the father urged that, if his 
daughter had learned anything, she ought 
to be given the opportunity to give proof 
of the benefits of her household arts educa- 
tic 


n. 

“ For one month the girl had control of the 
home, and during this period the family 
fared ae well ae if not better than before. At 
the end of the month it was found it had 
cost the family just $28 less to live during 
that month than any previous month. She 
now is teaching her mother how to manage 
the home.” 

Sewing, constructive work, and cooking are 
the titles of the courses in the household 
arts department. The cooking department 
is regarded as the most impertant. The 
pupils are given knowledge of all herbs, 
fruits, balms, and spices. Then they are 
taught the proper equipment and care of the 
kitchen, how to cook all of the indispensable 
foods and many of the luxuries, and how to 
use the waste in attractive ways. 

They are instructed in table setting, deco-. 
ration, serving; manners and personal ap-' 
pearance; how to buy properly; the prepara- 
tion of simple breakfasts, luncheons, anid 
dinners; the comparative values of foods, 
dietaries, nursing, marketing, the planning 
of meals; mastication and proper digestion; 
digestibility of starch, sugars, proteids, po- 
tatoes; and home sanitation. 


Only Skilled Teachers Admitted. 


Only skilled grade teachers are admitted 
to the courses in domestic science at the 
normal school. 

“ At the end of a year, as a result of this 
system.’ declared Supt. Cooley, “ we will 
have as fine a corps of household arts teach- 
. @Ts as can be found in the country.” 

The normal school extension classes and 
the night schools will open tomorrow. It 
is anticipated that in spite of the vigorous 
opposition of the Teachers’ federation the 
normal school extension courses will have 

an initial attendance of at least 1,200 teach- 

ers. In all forty-seven classes will be or- 
ganized tomorrow. They will meet in the 
Northwestern university medical school, the 

Chicago Athenzum, the normal school, and 

at the Burr and the McCosh schools, and 
.at the Northwest Division and the Austin 

high schools. The classes will be conducted 
by regular normal school instructors and 
the following subjects will be taught: 


Manual training, Physical culture, 
Geography, 
istory of educa History, 
. Philosophy of ed Mathematica, 
House . English, 
usic, The 
Drawing. 


Twenty-two free night schools will open | 


tomorrow evening with an estimated initial 
attendance of 8,500 pupils. Two hundred 
teachers already have been assigned, and 
more will be enrolled as they are needed. 


JUSTICE COCHRANE IS RIGHTED.

Justice David K. Cochrane was found not 
guilty of contempt before Judge Walker 
yesterday and the proceedings against him 
were dismissed.

Some of the Speediest in That Class 
“May Try to Reduce Their Records, 
but They Seem to Have No Chance of 
Beating Cresceus’ Mark—Lou Dillon 
and Major Delmar to Meet in a Race 
Memphis—Many Rumors Regard- 
ing Geer’s Plans Affoat.

| WHAT IT MAY COME

' Now that two trotters have been a mile in 
two minutes, one a mare and the other a geld- 
ing, it is likely that some of the fastest stal- 
Hons will try to reduce their present records, 
but so far as even getting to the front in 
thefr own class is concerned they seem to 
have absolutely no chance, as the mark of 
2:02% set by Cresceus is way beyond even 
the hopes of other stallions and their owners. . 
The fastest racing heat this season by an 
entire horse is the 2:06% of Rythmic, a blind 
“horse, and it is safe to say that Scott Hud- 
s0n was more than pleased when the stallion 
reduced his mark a full second, as once be- 
fore this season ne had set out to do the 
trick, sending Rythmic the frst half better 
that 1:03, only to see him stop badly on the 
homestretch. A man who saw the heat tells 
me that he was not stepping a 2:30 clip at 
the wire. But his 2:06% mile was a fine per- 
formance from any amgle, and will do the 
horse a lot of good in his stud career. Hud- 
gon told me the other day that this was 
Rythmic’s last season on the turf, and the

Within a month Edward 8. Geers, who for 
the last fourteen years has been in command 
of the racing stable of the Village farm, will 
terminate his connection with that establisr- 
ment, it being the announced intention of 
the Hamlins to retire from the campaigning 
“end of the business and in the future sell the 
produce of Chimes and the other noted 
stallions owned by them at public auction 
and untrained. 

What Geers has accomplished since he went 
with the Hamlins would fill a book. He has 
made champions of al! sorts, both. trotters 
and pacers; he has made colt trotters that 
beat the world; he has taken pacers of no 
particular repute and defeated the world 
with them. He has held the trotting cham- 
pionship with The Abbot. Fantasy was the 
world’s champion 8 year old trotter. Last 
year he swept the board, so far as pacing 
races were concerned, with Direct Hal, a 
horse of his own breeding that he sold to 
the Hamlins when a colt. 


‘Wonder Where He Will Go. 


Of course the whole light harness world is 
interested to know what Geers’ next move 
will be, now that it is definitely decided that 
he will leave the Hamlins on Nov. 1. All 
sorts of stories are afloat, and owing to the 
natural secretivenes of Geers in the discus- 
sion of his own affairs and his diplomatic 
methods of speech it is not possible to ob- 
tain any information from him that would 
settle the questions at issue. Some signifi- 
cant facts of the last thirty days, however, 
indicate pretty strongly that “the silent 
man” will be closely connected next year 
with the racing interests of J. Malcolm 
Forbes of Boston, the man who paid $125,- 
000 for Arion and $40,000 for Nancy Hanks. 

Mr. Borbes is about as much of an enigma 
as Geers. He is a self-contained, silent man 
of immense wealth who, with a fine apprecia- 
tion of all forms of legitimate sport, never 
allows any form of amusement to dominate 
his life. He owns and sails a yacht that in 
its day won the America cup, and during 
the summer months when his horses are 
trotting for the richest prizes of the turf he 
is more likely to be on a yachting cruise than 
watching his trotters perform. Mr. Forbes 
is a man of remarkable intensity of purpose,

Cresceus is truly a king among his kind, 
and, no matter what other trotters may 
eventually do in the two minute or better 
line. thoughtful people who are interested 
in the light harness horse will always re- 
gard him as a marvel. and regret that he 
Was not afforded a better opportunity than 
came to him toshow how fast he really was. 

A horse that trots and wins a seven heat 
race at 3 years of age, that is campaigned 
every year in addition to doing stud duty, 
that is taken from one end of the country 
to the other, that beats the two mile record 
the first time he takes a shy at it so farthat 
the preceding holders of the honor look 
foolish—that sort of a horse trots in 2:07% 
merely as part of the day’s work, and not’! 
because he is specially prepared for it, or 
because he is driven with particular skill 
or judgment. 

The pair of two minute horses now on the 
turf will meet in a race this year. Lou 
Dillon will appear only at Lexington and 
Memphis, and in each case will trot an ex- 
hibition mile against the watch. There tsa 
good chance that she will beat two minutes 
at Memphis, where the track is the best in 
the land, and it is also possible that Major 
Delmar will do the same thing.

LREDS’ HORSE WINS RACE. 


MAJOR DAINGERFIELD CAPTURES 
MUNICIPAL HANDICAP IN EAST. 


Four Year Old Is First in Feature 
Event at Morris Park After the Hard- 
est Kind of a Struggle with Caugh- 
nawaga~+Lowers Track Record a 
Second and a Half—Nursery Goes to 
Race King, the Favorite, The Min- 
ute Man Finishing in the Rack. 


New York, Oct. 3.—{Special.J—In a hard 
fought finish Major Daingerfield, the crack 
8 year old of last season, today in a measure 
justified the big price of $25,000 that the 
“tinplate "’ millionaire, W. B. Leeds, paid 
for him in the spring, by winning the Munic- 
ipai handicap at one mile and three-quarters 
at Morris park. 

The fact that the winner lowered the track 
record for the distance by a second and a half 
made the victory seem out of the ordinary, 
but at that Caughnawaga was at his hips 
in a furious fight to the winning post and de- 
tracted from the merit of the performance. 

The race was the feature of a program in 
which long distance races had a large part, 
and which drew an attendance of about 30,- 
000 people, the largest crowd of the fall sea- 
son. Eight horses ran, with Major Dainger- 
field the top weight and post favorite, and 
Caughnawaga second choice. For a mile and a 
half of the distance the lightweight Surmise 
was out in front galloping with what looked 
ke a commanding lead. At the head of the 
ong stretch another lightweight, Warranted, 
shot out and headed Surmise, but lasted in 
front only a few strides, Major Daingerfield 
and Caughnawaga then coming through and 
joining in the contest for first place. 


Wins by a Length. 


Warranted was beaten a quarter of a mile 
from the end, the issue then resting between 
Daingerfield and Caughnawaga, both under 
the whip. In the last fifty yards Dainger- 
field, by sheer gameness, drew out and won 
by alength. Caughnawaga beat Warranted 
four lengths. ° 

The Minute Man, J. E. Madden's erratic 
2 year old, ran one of his inexplainably bad 
races in the Nursery handicap at six furlongs 
for 2 year olds. He started a warm favorite, 
with top weight. Not for an instant was the 


rear end of the field of twelve. 

The winner turned up in Race King, ridden 
by Gannon, at 114 pounds. He steadily 
worked his way through his field and at the 
last furlong pole joined Lady Amelia, who, 
well off, led at a fast pace. In the final eighth 
of a mile Lacy Ameiia tired and stopped, 
however, and Race King. going on in his own 
bulldog fashion, shook off the others and won 
cleverly by a length anda half from Grenade, 
which beat Divination a head. 

The best field of jumpers of the season, 
numbering ten horses, made a spectacular 
race for the $10,000 Champion steeplechase, 
which was won in handy style by Land of 
Clover. Zinzibar, ridden by Heider, was sent 
out as pacemaker for his stablemate, and 
led for about two miles and a half of the 
three anda half milecourse. Fulminate, The 
Ragged Cavalier, Baron Pepper, and Land 
of Clover trailed close at the pacemaker’s 
heels for that distance, while Lavator, equal 
favorite with the Chamblette entry, fell at 
the top of the hill in the second round of the 
field, after being well up to that point. 
Thereafter the race was between The 
Ragged Cavalier and Land of Clover. The 
latter outran him on the flatand won handily 
by five lengths, with The Ragged Cavalier 
eight lengths before Zinzibar: 


Hermis Is Beaten. 


The defeat of Hermis in the opening race 
was one of the happenings that, surprising 
as it was to the general public, was in a 
measure anticipated by the horsemen, who 
refused to be carried away by the brilliance 
of his race with 154 pounds at a mile and a 
furlong two days before. That effort under 
high weight was sufficient to take the keen 
edge off his speed, and speed was what Her- 
mis wanted when he went after the smart 
filly Mamie Worth, which made the pace in 
the seven furlong curtain raiser. 

On the straight Hermis got up to her and 
forced her to the whip. Redfern on Hermis 
then seeming to think he had the race, waited 
for Mamie Worth to stop. The filly did not 
stop, however, and hung on so well that Her- 
mis, in turn, was under the whip at the end, 
but could not quite head Mamie Worth, who 
showed her nose in front at fhe finish. 

Before the races the horses of Frank Far- 
rell were offered for sale, it being announced 
that Farrell intended to retire from the turf. 
The best horses of the stable were reserved, 
and the sale became, in fact, a weeding out, 
the best known of the animals being Blues, 
who went to Larry Waterbury for $3,500.:

E. A. Montgomery of the Minneapolis team, 
in an article published by an eastern paper 
revives the old question of second hand play 
from a holding of king and one smaji, My 
Montgomery states that every player shou 
determine between the king and the en 
card in such cases, but should invariablygp. 
low the rule selected. He also argues strong- 
ly in favor of playing the king in all cases. 
stating with some justice that long Suits 
headed by the ace are underled to a mus 
greater extent than ever before. 

This whole question was discussed at great 
length in all parts of the country many years 
ago, and was finally shelved by tacit consent 
of all parties. Since that time, however, »’ 
new generation of players has entered ths 
field, most of whom consider that but one 
trick is involved by the play in such cases. 
and that this trick is nearly always a mat- 
ter of pure luck. 


Cannot Stick to Rules. 


While every player should have sone 
method in playing from this combination, be 
cannot play firet class whist and blindly foi. 
low a rigid rule, though such a course might 
‘be best for a beginner. For instance, cases 
arise where it would be poor play to put up 
the king, although knowing the ace to beat 
your right; and in other cases it would be 
good play to sacrifice the king, knowing your 
left hand opponent to haye the ace. Nearly 
all players are agreed that the chances of 
losing the king by playing high or low are 
about equal. The chances of winning tricks 
in the suit led, however, are greater If the 
low card is played. For instance, when the 
leader holds the ace your partner may win 
the first trick and the player at your right 
finesse the second round and allow your king 
to make. A more important point is 
the play of the king exposes to the adversa- 
ries your exact holding in the suit, which 
may ‘cost your partner a trick later in the 
deal should he hold four of.the suit, and 
there ean be no question that the play of 
the king promotes the adversaries’ game. I 
believe it, therefore, good whist to play low 
second in hand from king-one unless you 
desire thd lead for a special purpose. 


Use King to Stop Suit. 


With a strong trump holding the king 
should be played, in order to stop thé suit 
at once. if possible, as you may reasonably 
hope that your partner may give you a dis- 
card before the opponents again secure the 
lead, and, with a strong trump holding, it 
need not matter to you if your partner does 
nid the opponents to establish their suit. In 
trumps nearly all players put up the king 
second in hand, although there are times 
when the small card would be better play. 
The object of securing the lead at such a 
time is to run with your winning cards bée- 
_fcre one of the opponents has an opportunity 
to discard; but, if you have no strength in 
ary suit, and do not know in which your 
partner is strongest, it is safer to play low 
and give your partner an opportunity of 
curing the lead. 
The foregoing remarks are intended to 
apply to plays arising in the beginning of a 
deal. In the latter end of a deal a player 
should have no need of conventions to tel! 
him the proper play. It might be of the 
greatest importance to play either way, and 
in some cases it might be even advisable to 
play the king second hand when. the ace 
was led at your right, in order that your 
partner might have an opportunity of se- 
curing the lead instead of yourself.

Poor Play to Underlead. 


It is generally poor play to underlead such 
a suit as the clubs held by west, and was 
questionable in this case, although west had 
enough general strength to warrant the hope 
of making the entire suit if his partner could 
give him some assistance, while it was cer- 
tain the suit could not make without such 
assistance. The result appeared to be # 
trick lost for east and west, but realy won 
for them, as south was left no alternative 
but the trump lead. 

South lost at trick five by continuing the 
spade when it was evident that north could 
have no more trumps, and the inder of 
the deal worked smoothly for east, and west. 
It seems incredible that north and south 
should have made but three tricks in this

Satliors Also Are to Get Five Meals a 
Day Instead of Three—Change Calls 
for Immense Supplies—Rear Admiral 
Chichester Is Likely to Become the 
Senior Commander on Coast of Ire- 
land—Lizard Light Is Increased in 
Power, ¥

LONDON, Oct. 3.—A new dietary scheme 
will come into operation in the British navy 
this week. The bluejackets and marines for 
the first time will be provided with jam and 
milk, and henceforward they also aretohave 

five meals per diem. , 

Under the former régime a grateful country 
supplied the sailor with only three meals in 
twenty-four hours, and Jack and Joey were 
officially presumed to go without food be- 
tween supper time at 4 o’clock on one day 
and 5 o'clock breakfast on’the next. The 
gaps, needless to say, had been filled in by 
private expenditure at the canteen. 


In order to supply each man with rations of 


two ounces of jam and three-quarters of an 
ounce of unsweetened condensed milk, about 
15,000 pounds of the former and 6,000 tins 
of the latter will be required daily. In addi- 
tion the crews also will receive half an ounce 
of coffee daily, which totals 3,760 pounds for 
the entire service. 


New Post for Chichester. _ 

Rear Admiral Sir Edward Chichester, who 
won American good will in Manila bay, is 
likely to become thé senior naval officer on 
the coast of Ireland next January. The post 
is tenable for three years. There was a time 
when the place was regarded as a sinecure, 
as there was practically nothing to do, and 
the only object for its retention was to keep 
a flag officer In full pay. But the circum- 
stances of the case are entirely altered now. 
Beechaven has become one of the most im- 
portant naval rendezvous in the united king- 
dom, and Galway bay is likely to be turned 
into a naval base. Therefore the admiral in 
Ireland has plenty to oceupy his time in look- 
ing after the efficiency of the ports under 
his immediate direction.

As the light will now show algo more 
effectually to the eastward, vessels westward 
bound will find it easier to keep clear of the

| -KING-EDWARD'S OFFICIAL COFFEE MAKER. 


M. A. Ibrahim, King Edward’s coffee maker, whose talents were discovered by the 
king while staying at a Homburg hotel where Ibrahim was employed, is a Turk, and owes 
his position in the king’s household to the methods of coffee making he learned in his 
native land. Ibrahim exercises great care in roasting his coffee, never roasting more than 
twenty-four hours’ supply at a time. He makes the coffee for each of the members of the | 
king’s household and their guests separately. The coffee is powdered and measured into 
& small brass kettle, into which hot water is then poured. The Kettle is allowed to rest on 
hot coals until the coffee is heated to the boiling point, when it is poured out into the cup. 
The coffee is thick and “muddy,” but the flavor is that which has made the Turkish coff

Command of Army Belongs to Ruler. 
* Now that the United States has abolished 
» the post of commanding general of the army, 
Greece and Great Britain are, in fact, the 
only two powers left that have commanders 
in chief of the armies other than the sover- 
eign or chief magistrates. With regard to 
‘Greece there have been exceptional condi- 
tions which rendered it necessary two or 
three years ago to vest the supreme com-' 
mand of the forces in the hands of the crown 
prince, who, owing to the lengthy and fre- 
quent absences of his father, the king, from 
Greece, is, to all intents and purposes, the 
ruler of the country. 

But in England there is no such reason, 
and now that the throne is.occupied no 
longer by an aged woman but by a monarch 
thoroughly qualified by military training to 
avail himself of his constitutional preroga- 
tives as geralissimo, there is no more reason 
for the retention of an additional com- 
mander in chief of the army than there is 
for the creation of a similar post in con- 
nection with the British navy. : 

In Germany, in Austria, in Italy, in Rus- 
sia, four countries which may be described 
as military powers in the fullest sense of 
the word, the sovereign is in each case the 
active commander in chief of the army 
and finds time to fulfill his duties as such. 
He has as his principal military Achates a 
chief of the general staff, who works in 
thorough unison, but on a footing of com- 
plete equality, with the minister of war, the 
sovereign, jealous of his prerogatives as gen- 
eralissimo, which he enjoys in Germany, 
Austria, and Italy by virtue of the constitu- 
tion, being on guard to see that there is 
‘no usurpation of authority on the part of the 
minister. 

Moltke Was “Chief of General Staff. 

Field Marshal Count Moltke, justly re- 
garded as the greatest master of military 
science of the nineteenth century, and to 
whom Germany is indebted not only for the 
conduct of three brilliantly successful wars 
but likewise for the transformation of its 
army into the most perfectly organized fight- 
ing machine in the world, bore throughout 
the reign of old Emperor William, of Fred- 
erick the Noble, and until his own death, 
several years after the accession of the 
present kaiser to the throne, the title of 
chief of the general staff of the army. The 
general staff at Berlin has often been de- 
scribed, and justly s0, as the brains of the 
German army, and Moltke was the head and 
chief of that general staff, which was his 


t title. 
Maas th the United States, now that the 
office of commanding general has been abol- 
ished, the highest military distinction to 
which a professional soldier can hope to at- 
tain is that of chief of the general 
present held by Gen. Young, the president 
being, ex officio, the head of the-army as 
he is éf the navy. And it is virtually assured 
that Great Britain, in deference to King Ed- 
ward’s prondunced views about the matter, 
will follow the example of the Uhited States, 
do away with the post of commanding gen- 
eral, appoint Lord Kitchener or perhaps even 
the duke of Connaught as chief of staff, and 
thus remind his péople that he himseif is en- 
titled by the terms of the constitution to the 
chief command of the army, as also of the

Dynamite an 

country were found, and it is believd the men were 


PLAN MONUMENT IN WASHING- 
TON FOR STATESMAN, 


Reason for Absence of Fitting Tribute | 


to His Talents and Services Ascribed 
» to Feud with Conkling, Which Kept 
Ont of the Presidency—Detense 


of. Gen. Fry Brought On Bitterness | 


Which Was Never Lessened While 
\ the Two Men Were Alive. 


Washington, D. C., Oct. 3.—[Special.]—An

Feud Blighted Blaine’s Caréer. ~ 

It is interesting in ‘this connection to recal! 
the incident in Blaine’s public life that was 
really responsible for the present absence of 


‘a statue or other memorial to him. Fof it 


was due to this incident, in the opinion of 
all who are familiar with the facts of the 
campaign of 1884, that he failed of election 
to the presidency, and, had he not failed, it 
is more than probable that his Nkeness would 
now grace a pedestal in some prominent spot 
in Washington. The incident referred to was 
Blaine’s quarrel with Conkling. 


It happened in the Thirty-ninth congress, 


Blaine and Conkling were both members of 
the house. April 24, 1866, while a bill to re- 
organize the army of the United States was 
under consideration, Mr. Conkling moved to 
strike out the section providing for a contin- 
uance of the bureau of the provost marshal 
general. He spoke in severe terms of the 
management of the bureau during the war 
by Gen. Fry, who was at its head, and said: 
“My objection to this section is that it 


creates an unnecessary office for an unde- 


serving public servant.”’

| pose of preserving the franchises under which 


they were built. They have absolutely no value 


~“'as-lines of transportation, as they are of anti- 


quated construction and. would have to be entire- 
ly, rebuilt before they could be utilized for elec- 
trical cars. In addition to their great obstruc- 
tion to travel tracks are always injurious to 
street pavements from their tendency to produce 
ruts by: the tracking of vehicle wheels along the 
ralls, and these ruts and the projection of the 
Tails above the surface are the cause of many 


' accidents and breakdowns. We recommend, there- 


fore, that immediate measures be taken to secure 
the removal of all these unused tracks and the 


taken out. 

The destription of the situation in Man- 
hattan fits Chicago exactly. There: are 
miles of unused or dead tracks here which 
‘are an obstruction to travel and an injury 
to street pavements. Most of them have 


“been unused for ten years or more. The 


companies have been begged by city offi- 


| cials to remove them, but they have taken 


no notice of the reasonable request. There 
are dead tracks in a number of the streets 
in the business district, of no service to the 
companies and a nuisance to the public, 
and there they svould stay indefinitely were 
it not that the traction companies are 
obliged to go to the council for an exten- 
sion of their privileges.

That. will rid Michigan avenue, between

tion. ‘The ordinance should provide also 
that if at any future time the company 
euandone the use of tracks the running of 

ghost cars ” on them to keep the franchise 
will not be of any use, but they must be re- 


+ moved at once, and that the city may re- 


move them if the company fails to do so. - 

It should be stipulated also that if the 
conncil is satisfied that the use of sections 
of track here or there can be dispensed with 
without detriment to the street car service 
it shall have authority to order the removal 
of the tracks in question. Conditions may 
change materially during the next twenty 
years. If subways are built in the busi-

There seems to be an agreement of opinion 
‘on the part of the well known English as- 
trologers, Zadkiel and Raphael, that on 
Tuesday next there is to be a “ heap of 
trouble ” for this old earth. On that day 
there will be an eclipse of the moon. Zad- 
kiel announces as the outcome of this 
eclipse “ great prevalence of epidemic sick- 
ness and suffering in high places,” stirring 
events in Spain, troubles iu Hungary, earth- 
quake shocks in the southeast of Burope, 
and birthday influences troublesome. These 
planets, Venus,. Saturn, and Neptune, will 
bé nearly stationary at the eclipse, “ 
that an earthquake seems likely to follow 
in the southwest of Europe, aud an eruption 


+ of Vesuvius is probable.” Prince Henry of 


Prussia, who recently visited ushand the 
Dune d’Orleans will be “ neither fortunate

TIGATE THE COMBINES. 
Most of the statements made to the grand’ 
jury last about the exactions of’ the 
alleged combine of sheet metal contractors 
have been given to the public in a fragmen- 
tary shape. Taken collectively they make 
—assuming they are true—“ mighty inter- 
esting reading,” for they show how scien- 
tifiéally and effectively a community can 
be exploited by a combine. If, as is alleged, 
the board of education has been made to 
pay an excessive price for the sheet metal 
work on a number of school buildings, and 
if, in specified instances, the owners of 
buildings erected for private use have been 
treated in the same way, the probabilities 
are that the pool has been general in its ex- 
actions and has spared few. ; 

The charge is that the contractors’ com- 
bine has settled which contractor should 
have a particular job, and has determined 
-what his bid for the work should be,.mak- 
ing the figures so high as to allow him a 
fair profit, and leaving a surplus to be di- 
vided pro rata among the members of the 
pool.. Thus, so it is alleged, the board of 
education had to pay from $100 to $400 on 
numerous buildings erected for it for the 
benefit of contractors who had nothing to 
do with the work. It is asserted that the 
contractor for the sheet metal work for a 
larg machine shop charged an excess price 
which enabled him to pay a dividend of $500 
to each of the other members of the pool. 
They reaped where they had not sowed. 

The grand jury ought to go thoroughly 
into a matter which is of so much interest 
to the public. If, as has been persistently 
asserted, there are numerous contractors’ 
combines and combines of material men, 
often acting together, and occasionally al- 
lied with labor unions, to advance to exces- 
sive figures the cost of construction of build- 
ings, sewers, pavements, and other public

The sanitary district act contains a ‘sec- 


water to the boundary line of any territory 
bordering on it lying within the sanitary 
district, and furnish water to the corporate 
authorities of the terfitory at no greater 
price than it charges to consumers within 
its limits for water furnished through me- 
ters in large quantities. The provision was 
put in the act for the benefit of Cicero, and | 
Chicago is now asked to supply water to 
certain portions of the town which are in 
the sanitary distriet but not in the city. 
Compliance with the law will be expensive. 
It will cost about $350,000 to lay the, neces- 
.sary mains and only 4 cents per thousand 
gallons will be. received for the water 
pumped, that being the lowest meter rate. 

The city does not wish to comply with the 
law; indeed, it has not the money.and dis- 
putes the validity of the law. It has been 
beaten in the lower court and is about to 
make a fight in the Supreme court, It is 
contended on one side’that the requirement 
is reasonable .because the Cicero territory 
‘outside the city is taxed for an improvement 
which will’ give Chicago pure water, and 
that Chicago should reciprocate by furnish- 
ing water to the people of that territory. 
It is contended on the other side that the 
requirement is an unreasonable one. 

It is for the Supreme court to decide 
whether a city can be comipelled to furnish 
water to its neighbors at a price. which, 
under the circtimstances, is altogether too 
low. The drainage act was adopted by the 
vote of the voters of the sanitary district, 
most of whom were city voters, but the city, 
as a distinct municipal corporation, never 
assented to the act—never agreed to supply 
outlying territory with water. .Can ft be 
taxed without its consent for the benefit of 
other municipalities which happen to lie in 
the same sanitary district? If the Supreme 
court should hold that it cannot be, and that 
this provision of the sanitary district act is . 
void, the remainder of the a¢t will not be 
affected. 


THE GREAT IMPERIALIST. 

Another step, hitherto unnoticed, in the 
process of making the: British empire feed 
and clothe itself is the establishment of a 
150 acre cotton experiment station in Cey- 
lon. An American superintendent has 
been employed as manager and the land 
will be worked by Indian coolies and sowed 
with Indian seed. Ceylon is about half the 
size of Alabama, so even if it were put un- 
der a universal cotton cultivation its com- 
petition would not seriously interfere with 
the American plant. 

‘The Cingalese experiment station was es- 
tablished, of course, at the instance of the 
Hon. Joseph Chamberlain, formerly secre- 
tary for the colonies, who believes that the 
British empire should be self-sufficing. He 
is trying to add to the sentiment by which 
alone the white colonies are bound to the 
mother country and to the awe of bayonets 
which alone keep the British flag over the 
brown colonies the more enduring tie of 
self-interest. Chamberlain is going about 
his work in a cool, methodical way, and if 
anybody can accomplish what he dreams 


of he himself is that man. 


THE BEST TIME TO GIVE. 

The late William E. Dodge, the well 
known New York merchant and philanthro- 
pist, made no publi¢ bequests. His reasons 
for this are stated concisely in his wilk 
“ Acting from’ a judgment deliberately 
formed and based upon observation of the 
inexpediency of testamentary bequests to 
religious and charitable objects, and be- 
lieving it better and wiser to give liberally 
during my life to such objects, I make no be- 
quests of that character.” 

Mr. Dodge’s action in this. matter was 
justified by his record of generous giving. 
He was a liberal and well nigh continuous 
giver to charities, but not until he had thor- 
oughly investigated them and assured him- 
self of their fitness. In this way he made 
no mistakes, and, having given all he ir- 
tended during his life, his duty wae done. 
Charity could make no further demands. 
What was left of his estate properly be- 
longed to his heirs. But there is still more 
to be said in favor of Mr. Dodge's policy 
as expressed in his will. By giving during 
his Hfe he could assure himself that his do- 
nations were wisely expended and not frit- 
tered. away, and that his ideas were carried 
out as he intended them to be. By giving 
' during his lifetime also, he lessened the pos- 
sibility of a controversy. over his will and 
of unseemly wrangles among heirs, which 

usually benefit lawyers only. 

Of course there are some disadvantages | 
in giving away thoney during life, and par-

One class of scientists is asserting that 
the span of human life is shortening. An- 
other class flatly contradicts the statement 
and says that it is lengthening. Neither 
class has any definite or trustworthy sta- 


tistics upon which. to base its assertions.

The former class has. recently dug up a 
census which was taken in the reign of the 
Roman Emperor Vespasian and exploits 
some of its vital statistics to prove that we 
are not living so long as the tough and un- 
doubtedly mendacious old Romans. With 
never a suspicion of the accuracy of these 
people they point to “a woman in Faven- 
tia,” who, with an unbifhing braggadocio 
not usually characteristic of the sex, de- 
clared she was 135 years of age to “ a per- 
son at Velejacium,” who affirmed he was 
140 years of age, and to numerous other per- 
sdns at numerous other places who probably 
lied, intentionally or unintentionally, for 
the Romanus were acquainted with the pe- 
culiarity of Anaunias, and probably outbid 
each other for age precedence in the census 
returns. 
If this kind of testimony is to be exploited 
by scientists as f that our span of life 
is shortening, why do they not go farther 
back and conéuk the bie census re- 
turns in the Old Testament genealogy? 
What kind of figure as aged people do the 
“person at Velejacium,” “the woman in 
Faventia,” and the other Roman romances 
cut by the side of Adam with his 930 years, 
Seth with 912, Enos with 905, Cainan with 
910, Mahalaleel with 895, Jared with 962, 
Bnoch with 365, Methuselah with 969, and 
the other worthies who followed them up 
in the hundreds? It is little wonder that 
Enoch, Methuselah’s father, as he studied 
the records of his forbears through seven 
generations, was mortified at their audacious 
exaggerations and modestly placed his age 
at 365—though Methuselah, who had not 
his father’s regard for accuracy, tried to 
keep up the average by breaking the record 
at 969. 

The trouble with the scientists is that 
they accept the imaginings of extremely old 
persons for facts. There is nothing more 
unreliable than the statements of old per- 
sons as to their age, whether they were 
patriarchs, Romans in Vespasian’s time, or 
Americans in the twentieth century. Inthe 
first five or six decades of life men do not 
like to make themselves out older than 
they are, and no person on earth can induce 
women to do it. In the next decade both 
gexes grow careless about age. In the next

HENRY J. WILLING. 

The death of Mr. Willing removes from 
this community a man who during the ac- 
tive years of his life was conspicuously use- 
ful, not only. in his relation to public affairs 
every direction of benevolent and 
- philan’ hropic effort, and there is not now 


which will not distinctly feel the loss of this 
genuine and loyal friend. 

From the time Mr. Willing retired from 

his connection as partner in the house of 
Marshall Field & Co. he has been in con- 
stant demand for public service, and in many 
positions to which he has been called he 
has exercised the same fidelity and rare 
capacity which distinguished him in his 
commercial career. As trustee of the New- 
berry library, an institution which owed its 
existence to the suggestion of Judge Mark 
Skinner, his father-in-law, he was faithful 
and efficient beyorid most men, giving his 
time unreservedly to that service. Mr. Will- 
ing was for many years upon the board of 
the Chicago Historical society, and one of 
its most interested and devoted friends and 
a worthy associate there of such men as 
Judge Mark Skinner, J. Y. Scammon, John 
N. Jewett, E. G. Mason, and others to whose 
energies and liberal contributions the suc- 
cess of that institution is largely due. His 
selection as an early member of the drain- 
age canal board was at once recognized as 
a wise one and his services in that capacity 
until his health, which had been severely 
taxed by the labors of the position, made it 
necessary for him to resign it were most 
valuable. Mr. Willing was often in demand 
for important public positions, and he never 
shrank from such responsibilities when he 
was able to undertake them. 
’ He was for many years an active and in- 
fluential member of the Fourth Presbyterian 
church, serving upon the board of trustees, 
and a devoted and liberal supporter of its 
missions, and there was no work in which 
that organization was engaged during all 
the years he was connected with it which 
did not receive his earnest support and his 
liberal contributions. The establishment of 
a mission church in the northern portion of 
the city was in a great degree the result of 
his interest in that object, and its successful 
maintenance is largely due to his liberal 
contributions and his close relations to that 
branch of his church. 

His personal charities were in accord with 
his great, generous heart, and the quiet plan 
of relief which he brought to many poor, 
deserving people was a constant thought 
with him. He exhibited the best example 
of valuable citizenship. There was no mat- 
ter of publie concern which did not interest 
him and no call for any good purpose Was 
made upon him to which he did not cheer- 
fully respond. 

His loyalty to his friends was intense and 
unchanging, and to every interest which was 
confided to him his devotion was genuine 
and effective. He will be remembered as

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Removing Difficulties. 

Take ye away the stone.—St. John, xi., 39. 

N the one side of the stone door of 

Lazarus’ tomb stood the dark messen- 

ger we call death; on the other, the 

mighty King of all life; for Lazarus 

had been dead four days, and Christ 
had come to undo the work of death and to 
give to the young man the most precious of 
all gifts—that is, life. 

He who had created the workds and had 
kept them in right relations through all the 
ages so that they go singing on their journey 
could have hurled that stone away with a 
word. But, since he was working from the 
human side, he must needs respect human 
conditions and give man a share in his glori- 
ous work and also a chance to learn the les- 
sons of his great life on earth, for Christ's 
mission was not so much to make eternal 
impressions on matter, on the outer world, 
as to make impressions on mind+the human 
soul. 

It happens, then, that the chief service of 
man to his fellow men is to clear away diff_i- 
culties that the Divine Person and power 

may work, as on that day human hands had 
to roll away the stone from before the tomb 
that Lazarus might feel the thrill of life. Dif- 
ficulties are of various kinds, but all alike 
prevent the free working of divine power in 
the goul.+ A nonconductor has come between 


is why Christ came around from the side 
of divinity to the side of humanity, bringing 
his divinity with him to give effectiveness to 
salvation. 

The business of discovery in the natural 
world is to clear away hindrances and to 
make channels for forces which were long 
ago reposed in nature, right under our 
hands and so near that they actually touch 
us.. Just as the great discoveries in elec- 
tricity consist in giving direction to that 
mighty power that it may become a thing 
of service rather than a means of destruc- 
tion, so the chief business of religion is to 
clear away the difficulties in the divine path 
so that God may work naturally in the hearts 
of men. Martha was unhappy in the incident 
of the text because she was not willing to 
make way for the full working of the power 
of God. Most of the unhappiness of the 
world is on the same account. Every day 
we pass by a thousand graves of buried 
hopes of other people and never once stop to 
see if we may roll away the stone that the 
light of God may shine in to give life to the 
dead. 

How wonderful it would be if we could 
fully realize that Christ stands on the hu- 
man side of every trial, and every trouble, 
and every disappointment, and every sin, 
and says: “ You do your part and I will 
do mine! You remove all that the human 
hand can take away and I will banish the 
rest, as with a word I put death to flight 
at Lazarus’ tomb.” It may not be much 
that you can do, but if it is ever so little 
it must be done before the divine power can 
work. The world can never be made better 
without positive effort. The cheerful face, 
the willing. heart, the forgiving spirit, the 
helping hand, and the godlike purpose make 
the journey of life a grand march of triumph. 

But we are also to remove the stone of in- 
difference. Many people were there that 
day who did not seem to care much whether 
Lazarus ever lived or not; and even Martha 
seemed indifferent to any effort on tie part 
of the savior. So we find in the world to- 
day the head shaking and -hand wringing 
people who say: “It will do no good; there 
is no use in trying.’”’ 

It is your place and mine to lift hard at 
this world’s weight of sorrow that the 
resurrection power of God may give life toa 
dead world. Martha and those who were 
with her have taught us how we may roll 
away the stone of unbelief and have the 
power of gew and greater life; for when they 
hesitated and doubted he asked: “ Said I 
not unto thee that if thou wouldst believe 
thou shouldst see the glory of God?’ 

Then can we not see the glory-of God with- 
out believing? No, we cannot. It is the 
only way. There is many a dark grave of de- 
parted faith sealed forever because we do not 
believe enough to reach out a hand to help. 
There are thousands of them in this city. 

When they belieyed and removed the stone. 
What matchless glory did they see! It is 
by faith that you may see the glory of God. 
When we hear that an astronomer has dis- 
covered a new comet we do not read that 
he found it with the unaided eye. He saw 
it with his telescope long before the rest 
of us knew anything about it. When a man 
announces a mighty truth of God, that he 
has seen its beauty and felt its power, 
though we do not see it we know that it has 
been made known to him by the wonderful 
reach and revelation of faith, When we 
were in the observatory searching forthe 
stars and could not find them the teacher 
said: ‘ Get the focus; see that you are on 
the right line of vision; then you will see.”’ 

Then do we in religious things turn and 
ask: ‘*‘ What has the focus to do with it?

As a matter of fact, the Russian peasgnt and workman is only exploited 
by his own Kind, typified in Russian literature as “ kulak” (literally, 
* fist”; metaphorically, a rich Russian peasant), who, as farmer, money 
lender, merchant, and sOmetimes landed proprietor, gets whole villages 
into his hands and cruelly sucks them dry. It is a generally recognized 
fact that in those parts of the interior of the empire where the Jews make 
their way the prices of local products rise and those of imported goods 
fall, that everywhere in those spots a new impetus is given to every kind 
of commercial] and industrial activity and that the well being of the native 
population is palpably improved. 

The commercial activity of the Jew is extremely dangerous to the 
“kulak.” The Jew’s legitimate competition is greatly ineonvenient to 
him. The “ kulak’s” appetite is insatiable. In his.exploitation of the dis- 
tress of the Russian proletariat the “kulak” is merciless and without

Now Samuel D. Wilson of Burlington, 
Vt., Seeks Damages from Guber- 
natoria] Candidate. 


Burlington, Vt., Oct. 8—[Special.]—The 
case of Samuel D. Wilson against P. W. 
Clement, to be tried at the October term of 
the United States court at Rutland, is ex- 
citing more than ordinary interest through~- 
out this state. The action is to recover 
$50,000 damages for alleged slanderous and 
malicious language used by Mr. Clement 
during his gubernatorial campaign two 
years ago. 

Mr. Clement Is a rich railroad man who is 
also interested in‘ New York hotel property.

TRUCKMAN A REAL DORE, 


LOUIS KER OF NEW YORK SAYS HE 
IS REAL ROXBURGHE. 


One of His Ancestors in Flash of Rage 
at Losing Suit for Title Tore Up All 
the Decuments Needed 
Facts—Claim Deelared by Expert 
Lawyers to Be a Valid One—OClaim- 
‘ant Who Does Not Want High Sound- 
ing Names. 


New York, Oct. 8.—[{Special.]—Louls Ker. 
a Ninth ward truckman, claims to have ag 
much right to the estates‘of the duke of Rox- 
burghe as the duke himself, but is content 
to hold his tith of an American citizen, al- 
though he would not object to receiving some 
British estates. 

That Louis Ker has the same bicod in his 
veins as the young nobleman who carried 
Queen Alexandra's crown at the coronation, 
and who will crown his career by carrying 
off one of the wealthiest of American heir- 
esses, cannot be denied by anybody. 


Ancestry Clearly Traced. 

Sanaiie Ker traces back to the hard fighting 
Scots, who proved to Englishmen that only 
force of numbers could overwhelm them. asi 

Louls Ker comes of the line that struggled 
for years to establish its right to the duchy. 
His grandfather's efforts to accomplish this 
end enlisted for six years the sympathies 
and services of no less an international 
lawyer than Hamilton Fish of this city, who . 
belleved firmly in the justice of Ker’s claim. 
Mr. Fish failed to prove his case, and when 
the house of lords declared that the claim- 
ant had no right to the title, Andrew Ker, 
grandfather, 
destroyed all the documents on which his 
claim was based. At the same time he 
destroyed all chance of regaining the titles, 
the castles, and the rent rolls that attach to 
the duchy of Roxburghe. 


Does Not Want Titles, 

Louis Ker is 65 years old, more than 6 feet 
tall, broad shouldered, brawny. His appear- 
ance proves that while the man is the man 
he loses nothing by having ancestors. Said 
Ker, as in his shirt sleeves he stood among 

a pile of boxes in Greene street, near Broome: 

“T don’t want the title of duke of Rox- 
burghe and never did, 1 am an American 
citizen, and that is as proud a rank as any 
man can aspire to. 

‘‘My uncle, Willlam Q. Ker, was inter- 
ested in asserting the rights of our branch 
of the family, and I hoped that the estate, 
a large one, might be turned over to us if 
only in part. Some of that fifteen or so 
million would be welcome. I have no hopes 
of ever getting a cent, but if the duke of 
Shavesbury, Huckleberry, or any other ber- 
ry wants to send a few houses and lots to 
me send him my address.”’ 

Louis Ker is associated in business with 
his brother, Spencer Cowen Ker, and has 
a little wooden booth standing against the 
front of the big wholesale importing house 
of Auffmordt & Co., which serves as his 
For forty-five years he has done 
business in this little box. Three genera- 
tions of Auffmordts have grown up and suc- 
cessively taken the conduct of the large 
importing business in that time, and Louis 
Ker and his brother Spencer have done all 
their trucking and continue to do it to this 
He is prouder of his record than he 
is to his claim to a dukedom.

ROADS NO LONGER SUFFER 


LACK OF FREIGHTCARS. 


Improved Facilities and Unusually 


Light Export Grain Movement Have 
Relieved the Situation. 


In the territory east of Chicago none of the 


roads is suffering from a car shortage. The 
situation at Pittsburg even has improved. 
Railroad officials explain that this condition 
is due to better facilities for handling the 
business and unusually light export grain 
movement by the all rail lines to Atlantic 
sea ports. Traffic officials of the principal 
east bound lines here say the business is 
}equal to last year, although they are not 
handling the normal quantity of grain. 


The traffic situation in the west did not 


change materially during the last week. 
There has been a steady increase in ship- 
ments, and the roads are confronted with 
the problem of expeditious movement of the 
tremendous volume of business forced upon 
them. 


In Chicago the situation is not so bad, but 


at Kansas City, St. Louis, and other western 
points some of the roade are embarrassed 
by the insufficiency of their rolling stock. 
The Burlington has found it necessary to 
declare an embargo against grain shipments 
to or through Kansas City, St. Louis, and 
East St. Louis.

Department of Agriculture Reports Gen- 
eral Damage to Textile Product 
Throughout the South. 


Washington, D. C., Oct. 3.—The monthiv 
report of the department of agriculture will 


25 to have been 65.1, as compared with 81.2 
one month ago; 58.3 on Sept. 25, 1902; 61.4 at 
the corresponding date in 1901; and a ten year 
average of 67.4. 

Reports of damage during September from 
rust, shedding, drought, caterpillars, and 
worms are general throughout the cotton 
states, the damage in Texas being caused 
largely by boll weevil and boll worm. The 
crop is reported as from two to four weeks 
late, and many correspondents report there 
will be no top crop.

The market had opened weak, 6 to 9 points 
lower, on the bearish cables and favorable 
weather, in connection with renewed selling 
by prominent bear interests and liquidation. 


December, and $9.51 for January, the ad- 
vance was checked by the belief that the 
bureau report might be bullish. The buyers 
preferred taking profits to carrying their 
holdings over Sunday, in view of the weak- 
ness in the stock market and the unsatisfac- 
tory demand for actual cotton. When prices 
had sagged off a few points the market finally 
closed steady, at 6 to 10 points higher. Sales 
were estimated at 300,000 bales.

the waterways of the twenty states border- 
ing on or contiguous to the upper Mississippi 
. river, the Missouri, and Ohio rivers.

“ These alluvial lands constitute the rich- 
est cotton, sugar, and rice producing and 
buying sections, and in its prosperity ars 
concerned the great trunk lines of ralivinte 
and the manufacturing and other producing 
interests of the east and of the northwest. 
Its prosperity is limited only by thes 
floods, its can be averted only by the 
confinement of the waters and in preventing 
the destruction of the river's banks by ero 
sion, therefore this convention is more than 
of a local concern and it must be so regarded,

“The people of the lower Mississipal are 
no longer equal to such an effort; they must 
have the help of others, and this convention 
is to formulate that means of help to em 
phasize its propriety and necessity, and t 
present it before congress and iis executive 
department of the government ia se most 
forceful way.”

A sandy block of 
street shut off from traffic will in a couple 
of years have as dense a growth of grass and 
weeds as the vacant bits of prairie which 
abound throughout the city, here covered 
with wild verbena, there with acres of wild 
onions or a profusion of sweet clover, and 
in some places with catnip and other domes- 
tic herbs. A sand pile thrown up by build- 
ere has been known to cover itself with beach 
grass and weeds in two months’ time, and a 
desolate lot treated to a little compost will 
shortly send up rank clover plants, stout 
grasses. and a large variety of domestic 
and wild fauna. It seems as if the air were 
full of seeds ready to plant themselves. 

One of the most interesting illustrations: ‘of 
this surpassing disposition to grow which 
ail forms of vegetable life about Chicago pos- 
sess is the willow twigs that often grow out 
of an ol@ trunk that has lain prone con the 
ground. for years.

But the only people who can 
see the books are the detectives, who are 
authorized by the city, or perhaps a friend 
of the pawnbroker. 

The books show that no matter how large 
the volume of business may be, no matter 
how many men are anxious to pledge their 
personal property the rate remains always 
the same. It varies between shops, but no 
shop ever changes its own rate. You may 
pay as high as 10 per cent a month. You 
may pay 5. You may go to the First State 
Pawners’ society, behind which are some of 
the best known business men in town and 
which is an institution maintained not ex- 
clusively for profit, and there you have to 
pay only 1 per cent per month, and % per 
cent more for protection against fire and 
burglars and for clerk hire. Some profes- 
sional pawnbrokers now charge only this 
rate, but their number is not many. 

In this society's rooms in Washington 
street and in the offices of all the other pawn- 
brokers in town everybody is now working 
at top speed. For-the grasshoppers who 
hopped in good clothes all summer are tace 
to face with thé winter clothing problem.

One to overcome the force of gravitation 
in the operation of railroad trains, using 
powerful magnets. 

An illuminated shell to locate the position 
of torpedo boats at night. 

An electric system to protect houses against 
burglars. 

An aerial cruiser to supplant war balloons. 


Overcomes Weight of Trains. 


A machine which makes contact with high- 
ly charged wires harmless. 

Perhaps the most wonderful of these in- 
ventions is that of Dr. Albert Albertson, a 
Danish engineer living in New York. Tt 
aims to overcome the weight of heavy rail- 
road trains by powerful magnets attached to

the bottom of the cars. They are arranged ~ 


In such a way as to lift the wheels and ren- 
der a thousand pound car as light as a 
feather. The attraction of gravity thus be- 
ing overcome, the train can be rushed along 
with only the atmospheric opposition to con- 
test. The magnets clamp ‘the rails above 
and below, so that it is impossible for the 
train to leave the track. Theinventor claims 
that he will be able to drive.a train at the 
rate of 300 miles an hour and cover the con- 
tinent in a day. The invention is simple. 
The train really slides along on fits magnets, 

the under side of the track being Kept well 
oiled. The wheels are left above ‘the 

nets, running on the top of the rail without 
carrying any weight, but simply left there to 
act as a guide for the train and prevent its 
leaving the track.

It is not widely known that this dis- 
tinguished painter is like the great artists of 
the renaissance, an all round one, portrait 
painter, allegorical painter, sculptor, land- 
peape painter, and mural decorator. In his 
landscape. painting he is one for -~whom the 
finger of God is continually creating the earth 
over again, day by day, at sunrise, at twi- 
light, and at sunset,” though many think his 
“portraiture his greatest work. In this coun- 
try he was not so well known for his gift 
until the demand was made that it should be 
turned to the wall, as for his “ Sir Galahad 
in. Armor” standing by his horse’s head. 
To many a young girl this is a picture of her 
ideal knight. It is the charming ornament 
of many a home. His vigil over, the youth 
has gone forth in the early morning, shrived 
and clean, for the work of life.

Young Watts went to Florence on invita- 
tion from the English ambassador, Lord 
Holland, to epend four days. He staid four 
years. He evidently did not outstay his wel-' 
Come even then, for he was for a long time 
after a welcome guest at Holland house in 
London, a room still known by his name be- 
ing assigned to him. To be a getest at Hol- 
land house was an actual if not so ostenta- 
tious decoration ae the honors conferred by 
royalty. Its hospitality for the last century 
at Jeast has been extended to guests of the 
greatest and most remowned talent and 
genius in English annals. It was bulit in 
Prince Charles’ time and decorated for a 
ball given in honor of hie marriage with 
Henrietta Maria. Watts has replaced some 
of thie faded decoration with aliegoricai fig- 
ures in the marble panels over the mantels 
end other parte of the rooms. Besides por- 
traite there are in the mansion nearly two- 
score exquisite pencil drawings of people 
famous in Florence fifty years ago. They 
are-simple, etraightforward sketches of 
Italian noblemen, English noblemen, French 
ptatesmen, and one American, Robert Liv- 
ingeton, the best looking of them all.

Instantly she be- 
gins striking her face with her hands, tries to run away from 
them, and at last begins to strip to get rid of the imaginary 
bees. If you suggest to another person that he has the tooth- 
ache his face and figure immediately contract, his tears flow, 
and his whole person expresses outlines of suffering. 

The ordinary pains of life suffered by normal people are 
closely united to pleasure. All depends upon the way in which 
the nerves are set in motion by an impression. Gentle and 
rapid tickling is never painful, yet the Moravian brothers, who 
never shed blood, put to deat&i their criminals by tickling them 
to excess. There are odors which make us suffer; strong light 
blinks us; violent sounde rend the tympanum. The celebrated

A simple experiment shows what an enormous role the 


‘nerves play in what is termed pain. A dog howls if we pinch,

sand times over in a thousand different ways and doggie shows 
not a sign of pain, because the nerves, being cut, are not in 
communication with the brain and do not transmit to it this 
stimulus which, according to its intensity, becomes pleasure or 
pain.

It is 
she who is well developed, and her study is, not how to de- 
velop more, but how to keep her figure from expanding be- 
yond the beauty line. :

The athletic girl of today is a new type. She has been 
known only a few years, and, at first, she was so unattractive 
as to drive away admiration. No man of five years ago could 
pessibly admire the athietic girl of that day. And it is only 
within a short time that she has become attractive. 

The athletic girl now strives for beauty and for strength 
at the same time, If she has an ambition to become fleet 
footed she accustoms her feet to running in shoes that are 
prettily made, not in shoés that are flat and shapeless.

good picture. And the woman who goes in for strength with- 
out trying to cultivate the graces at the safme time loses the 
thing for which she strives—namely: the admiration of her 
friends. ; 

The beauty of a good chest and of a well developed bust 
is something that admits of no argument. A woman who is 
well balanced as to her chest walks better, looks better, feels 
better, and enjoys better health than the one who is slabsided. 

The filling out of the chest depends largely upon the man- 
ner of standing. Many women would be full in the bust if 
they were to stand straight. They have acquired the habit of 
bending forward. This is frequently the result of indigestion. 
The stomach feels uneasy and to make it more comfortable 
the woman bends forward still more, thus easing the folds a 
little. | 

For the stomach does lie in folds and it can be easily 
compressed and easily squeezed out of shape until it cannot 
perform its natural functions. The result is indigestion and a 
stooping position and a ruination of the figure. 

Nearly all dyspeptics, men and women, stoop as they walk 


and most of them lob forward as they sit. It gives them ex- | 


quisite pain to bend backward. The stomach is too weak to 
permit them to do this. 


Good Digestion the First Step. 

Strange as it nay seem, the first step toward a full bust 
$s a good digestion. Get the stomach so that you can stand 
straight and even bend backward and you will have accom- 
plished a great deal 

Second, accustom the shoulders to the backward bend. If 
necessary, train them to be hollow. Train them to bend back- 
ward instead of forward. Always stand straight, always sit 
straight. Do not lop forward in an easy chaif and soon the 
habit of sitting and standing straight will grow on you. 

There are a few shoulder exercises which you might try. 
They will straighten the back and the shoulders and will help 
widen the chest. 

The first one is the stretching movement. Stretch well and 
thoroughly, then stretch over again; go through with the 
stretching until you are thofoughly loosened up as to the 
muscles. 

In the dramatic schools they compel the pupils to stretch 
and also to gape. They must open the mouth wide and gape 
and stretch, going through with the motion many times. This 
makes the face and the mouth limber and gets the pupil ready 
for the day’s work of talking and acting. 
| One can stretch lying down or standing, but it is best for 
the shoulders to stand. Stand and throw the arms back of 
the head and stretch well. After she has exercised her back 
and shoulders in this way a women Will find it hard to #t in 
a slumping attitude, and she will, without effort, square her 
shoulders and hold herself erect. 

Diet has a great deal to do with the development of the 


chest. The woman who lives on meat is much less apt to 


have a fine chest development than the one whose dict is of a 
more starchy order. The sauces that are served with meats, 
the gravies, the dressings, even the mayonnaise which is 80 
trying to some digestions, all of these are potent factors in 


oe the development of the chest. 


Fat What Agrees with You. 

Bat what you like and all you want of it is a good rule 
for those who want to develop the bust and get stout across 
the chest and full in the shoulders. Milk, if it agrees with you, 
is good, and chocolate is a thousand times better. 

The breakfast foods are good, if one likes them and cati 
assimilate them But the patient must experiment until she 
gets one that agrees With hér. All do not agree with all 
persons. 

Eating fruit is good for the person of poor digestion afd 
for the woman with a narrow chest. But she must not eat 
it before meals in sufficient quantities to take away her ap- 
petite. Many delicately constructed persons can eat no bréak- 
fast after they have taken fruit, and these people should not 
try to eat fruit before their meals. 

Sleeping a great deal develops ‘the figure, while it quiets 
the nerves, and it is as good a tenic as one could desire, 

But, in the lesson of the development of the figure, deép 
breathing is the first thing to be learned and the last thing 
to be forgotten. Unless you can breathe deeply afid hold 
your breath a long time you cannot hope to attain pérfeétion 
of lung development. 

Deep breathing consists of taking air into the lungs and of 


expelling it-fully. The lungs are then inflated with air which. 
ig in turn expelled. It is the ordinary process of breathing, 


but done in an extraordinary manner. You must learn to 
completely empty the lungs and you must learn to fill them to 


a 


their depths, You are probably in the habit of only half using 
the lungs, while in deep breathing you must use the entire 
lung capacity. | 
Exhale Breath with Lighted Candle. 

An excellent exercise for the one who wants to learn deep 
breathing is that of filling the lungs full. The air must now 
be slowly expelled from them, not spasmodically, but by de- 
grees. As soon as the lungs are empty fill them again, and 
again expel the air. i . 

Light a candle and hold it in front of your lips. Take a 
long deep breath. Gently expel the air, but do so with such 
caution that you do not blow out the candle. If you gently 
let the air come fr between your lips the candle will not 
as much as flicker. this and keep it for one of your daily 
exercises in the science of deep breathing. | 

Blowing a horn is good éxercige for the girl who is not 
strong in her tuti§s. Take the horn in both hands, throw back 
the head and blow. It should be a horn that fequires a great 
deal of effort, and, when you blow, it should take all your 
lung power. Blow the horn in the open air—on the house top 
if you have no outdoor gymnasiim—and regard it as one of 


the beneficial practices of the day. 


And the bust will slowly develop. Stand straight; keep 
the ch@st wide. Wear the clothing tight around the waist, 
but loose in the chest, and take plenty of nourishing food. 

Outdoor exercise will help one to develop the bust. And 
it is ah exercise which makes the waist grow smaller at the 
same time, for it is a fact, strange, yet true, that as the chest 
develops the waist grows smaller. It is only in the case of 
the grossly fat that the waist increases in size as the chest 
develops. | | 

Athlieties practiced in this way are beneficial to a woman’s 
figute, and when she lias finished a six months’ course of 
them she will be much improved in shape and will have at- 
tained much grade. She will find herself much bettered in 
looks and not coarsened, as was too often the case with the

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OMEN have not always been expected to “ tend 
to their knitting.’’ Once this domestic art be- 
longed to their lords and masters. Men were 
the ones, history relates, who introduced the ac- 
complishment into Cornwall, Scotland, and the 
Shetland isles, places famous today for their 
skill in the handicraft. Shipwrecked sailors 
from the Spanish armada were thrown on these 
shores, and taught the natives, men and women, how to knit. 

The Chicago doctors who are prescribing knitting as a 
cure for nervogisness, are, it seems, giving exactly the same 
advice as old books on needlework, which suggest the work 
as restful for the nerves. Dr. Johnson must have been of the 
same mind, for he recommended knitting of stockings as a 
good amusement, declaring: ‘‘As a freeman of Aberdeen I 
should be a knitter of stockings.’’ 

Did the Tricoteuses of the French revolution regard their 
work as an amusement? Those were grim figures which 
Dickens drew for us: 

“The ministers of Saint Guillotine are robed and ready. 
Crash—a head is held up, and the knitting women, who scarce- 
ly lifted their ¢yes to look at it a moment ago when it could 
think and speak, count one. 

“The second tumbril empties and moves on; the third 
comes up. Crash—and the knitting women, never faltering or 
pausing in their work, count two.”’

Knitting Is Almost an Instinct. 


Maybe, the mechanical! exercise was resorted to, half un- 
consciously, as the writer in the Woman's Library suggests, as 
a@ means of keeping down the savage excitement of the mo- 
ment. In his first sketch of the knitting women, showing them 
as they sat on their doorsteps and window ledges, Dickens 
offers another reason for their ceaseless activity: ‘‘ All the 
women knitted. They knitted worthless things; but the me- 
chanical work was a mechatiical substitute for eating and 
drinking; the hands moved for the jaws and the digestive ap- 
paratus; if the bony fingers had been still the stomachs would 
have been more famine pinched.” Certainly this grewsome 
episode in French history sustains the theory that knitting is 
almost an instinct with women. Regard these two contrasting 
pictures of revolutionary days: In haggard Saint Antoine the 
knitting needles of the Tricoteuses “‘ were vicious with the ex- 
perience that they could tear’; within the prison Marie An- 


toinette and Mme. Elizabeth were keeping up their courage by 


teaching the little princess how to knit. : 

No one knows who invented the art. The Scotch dispute 
Spain’s claim to this honor on the ground that the first knit- 
ting guild, founded in Paris, took as its patron sain, Saint 
Fiacre, who was a son of a Scotch king. On the other hand, 
Henry VIIL is known to have been presented, as a rare and 
choice gift, some knit silk stockings brought from Spain. Ed- 
ward VI. received a similar gift, which also was chronicled as 
important. Yet there is no doubt that knitting was practiced 
In Spain and Italy much earlier than this. 


ee English and German Methods. 
there are two principal ways of manipula 
wool and the needles, the English and the German. fact Fares 
ash knitter holds in her left hand the needle with the stitches 
om it, and lets the other needle lay between the thumb and 
finger of her right hand, like a pencil. The wool is twisted 
around the little finger of the right hand, and over the first 
anger, passing either over or under the intermediaté fingers, 
according to the knitter’s habit. The right hand needle is in- 
serted from the front into the first loop on the left hand needle, 
the wool is brought around its point, and is drawn back 
through the loop, which is then slipped off the left needle, a 
hew one having been formed on the right. The German method

The extra width 
furnishes the sleeves, which fall from the shoulder. In 
short, the whole is simply the union of two lengths of

is similar. The hands are held, however, over the needles, 
both of which are grasped by a thumb and forefinger. The 
thread is laid over the first finger of the left hand, and secured 
by the other fingers, according to individual habit. The right 
needle is inserted into the first stitch on the left one, back- 
ward; with Ks point of thread on the first finger of the left 
hand is picked up and drawn through the loop, which is then | 
slipped off, leaving the new stitch on the right needle. | 
By either method the plain knitted stitch, worked succes- 
sively backwards and forwards with two needles, leaves a | 
ridged surface. When four needles are used and worked round 
and round, the inner, or wrong side, is ridged, and the other 
side smooth. In order to get this same smooth effect with two 
needles, working backwards and forwards in turn, you must 
purl or backstitch the alternate rows. To rib, “ rig and fur,” 
as the Scotch call it, is to knit and pur! alternately so many 
stitches in each row.

Comparison of Common Methods. 
In purling by the English method the thread is kept in front 
of the work, the right hand needle is inserted through the loop 


on the left one, the wool is passed round it and drawn through 
to the back of the left hand needle before the loop is slipped 


off. A German knitter purls in the same way that she knits, 0. 4S, eee Foe, 
with both hands held over her needles. She brings the thread 
to the front of her work, passing it over both needles to the 
furefinger of the left hand, and holding it securely as for 
knitting. She then inserts the right needle into the loop, and 
by bringing out the thread behind it forms a new stitch. _ WS Sas es 
When using two or more colors in knitting many people eS wh ee 
pags one or two of the threads over the first finger of the left 
hand, as in the German method, while still manipulating the 
principal color by the English system, or vice versa. Thus ea ek 
they keep the threads apart. For the same reason many who ae ee y 
use the German method for a piece of plain knitting prefer to / i eee eae 
purl in the English manner. All these small differences in eee ass . 
method make it hard for two knitters to work alike. even ee. 
though they follow the same instructions and use needles and “wy 


wool of identical size. It is safer, therefore, to work by meas- 
ure than by counting stitches. You do this by counting stitch- 
es and rows in a square inch of your own knitting, and cast- 
ing stitches on to your needles accordingly. 


Rapid Devices of Italians, 


Methods of knitting vary in different countries. The de 
vices which Cornish and Italian knitters use to make their 
work more rapid are especially. interesting. The Cornish knit- 
ter wears tied around her waist, and placed at her left side, a 
contrivance which is technically known as a “ tack,” a flat 


oval piece of cardboard or leather with a tape run across and 
through it. She twists one needle into the cross tape, which 
holds it there securely while the stitches are being knitted 
off. Small pads of rag or straw are also used sometimés in 
Cornwall instead of cardboard or leather. The Italian spoleto 
serves the same purpose. This is a round stick, about eight 
inches long, that has a small hole in the top into which the 
point of the knitting needle fits. Sometimes it is made simply 
of wood; again it is covered with beaded net worked in some 
fancy pattern; or it may be of silver, or of gold studded. with
